and muſt BE, from a conſideration both of 
theſe, and all other, his attributes and per- 
fections. For all this will naturally lead the 
hearer to think, that, if there is a Gop; and 
if that Gop be ſuch as you have deſcribed 
him; how he himſelf ſtands engaged to him, 
as alſo to his fellow-creatures.

| And, if it be really the word of Gop, then 
it muſt be the rule of faith. A preacher then 
may tell his hearer from ſcripture, the rule of 
his | faith, that the movings or inclinations 
which he often feels in himſelf to leave fin and 
pacify Gop, are not to be reſiſted without 
grieving his ſpirit 9.

2. The prophet, whom they here allude 
to, is plainly the prophet foretold by Gop

- that I command him. And it ſhall come to 
paſs, that whoſoever will not hearken unto my

3. Here then we ſee a prophet of an extra- 
ordinary character foretold. About 1450 
years after CHRIS T appears, and declares 
himſelf to be THAT PROPHET. : But as ſuch 
a declaration, without ſome farther teſtimony, 
would not be thought a ſufficient evidence of 
his being ſo; we find him therefore working 
a great number of miracles: ( particularly that 
of my text) which, all put together, moſt 
evidently infer that he was ſo, For in all of 
them, we ſee, was a power which ſhewed, that 
there was nothing tov hard for him to d63. 
That, though with men ſuch things are impoſſi- 
ble, yet that with Gon all things are poſſible +. 
And, in a word, that he both was, and is, 
able to do abundantly, above all that we can aſe

Now, in ſuch a caſe, it requires a good deal 
of time to cool. Vet ouR SavioR healed 
this ſtubborn diſeaſe by the touch and by ſpeak- 
ing a word only. S1MoN's wife's mother lay 
fick of a fever; and he came, and took her by 
the band, and rebuked the ferer, and it left 
her o. Here was no medicine; no phyſical

2. He alſo bialed the bloody-flux; and that 
in a manner ſtill more free and eaſy. Behold 
a woman, who was diſeaſed with an iſſue of 
blood twelve years, came behind him and touch- 
ed the hem of his garment. Fur ſhe ſaid with- 
in herſelf, if I may but touch his garment, I 
ſhall be whole *, And accordingly it was ſo. 
As ſoon as ever ſhe touched his garment, ſhe 
felt that ſhe was healed of that plague 9. 


3. He likewiſe healed the dropſy; a di- 
ſtemper wherein the legs and hollow of the 
belly are apt to fill with water and ſwell to 
ſuch a degree, that they often break. And 
| behold there was a certain man before bim 
which had the dropſy. And he took him, and 
bealed him, and let him go. 


4. He alfo healed the palſy. The palſy is 
2 deadneſs or ceſſation of the faculties of ſenſe, 
or motion. And they. brought to him a man 
fick of the palſy, lying on a bed. And he ſaid 
unto him, Ariſe, take up thy bed, and go unto 
; A] thine baſe. And be wi and departed”.

Here then is a man healed of this grievous ma- 
lady, only by a few words ſpeaking. And 
there is another inſtance of the like ſort, till 
more wonderful. A Roman centurion had 
a ſervant afflicted with the ſame diſeaſe; and, 
having a great value for that ſervant, he came 
to ouR SAv1oR, and beſought him to heal 
him. OuR SaAvioR anſwered, I vill come 
and heal him. Upon this the centurion re- 
plied, ©© There is no occaſion, LoRD, that 
you ſhould go down to my houſe, neither 
* am I worthy to receive you there. As I 
© command my ſoldiers with a word ſpeaking, 
ſo you, I know, can as eaſily command 
diſtempers; and that even though the fick 
perſon be at never ſo great a diſtance from 
you. Speak then but the word only, and 
Jam ſatisfied my ſervant ſhall be imme- 
diately well.” And his ſervant, we find, 
was healed in the ſelf-ſame hour . OUR SA- 
Vvilok did but will him to be well, and that 
when he was afar off: And he inſtantly was ſo.

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He likewiſe healed the leproſy; a di- 
ſtemper always reckoned incurable, and which 
they, who had it, were generally ſhut up for, 
to prevent their infecting of others.

to the prieſts. And, it came to paſs, that, as 


they went, they were cleanſed **, How ſur- 
priſing! He never touched, or came near them; 
and yet they were all made whole in a mo- 
ment! 


6. And as he thus healed the fever, the 


. © bloody-flux, the dropſy, the palſy, and the le- 


projſy; ſo he alſo healed all other diſtempers 


with the ſame readineſs. As S. MaTTHEw 
relates, He went about GALILEE, teaching

Federates be can deſire into the bargain; yet 


he will never be able to perform all thoſe mi- 
racles which CHRIST did, unleſs all the ele- 
ments, and heaven itſelf alſo, join in the con- 
Federacy to aſſiſt him. Such advocates for a- 
theiſm may pretend to ſolve ſome few of oux 
Savior's miracles by fuch ſhifts, and other 
ſuch like artifices, as thoſe I have mentioned; 


but ſtill they will find it an inſuperable diffi- 
culty to get through with the whole. And, if 
they cannot get over all, they might as well, 

nay better, never meddle with any. For, in 
ſuch a caſe, they only ſhew their own great

they can, that CYRIST's power is not to be 
led in n by their ee ; 


h & If indeed 1 coold ſhew me a man, 
who can heal the fever, the Sloody-fux, the 
dropſy, the palſy, the /eprofy, and every o- 
ther diſtemper, not by proper remedies adapted 
to each of thoſe maladies, but by a word ſpeak- 
ing only: who can heal the deaf, the dumb, 


: the blind, the lame, the crooked, the wither- 


ed; not by couching, by wrenching, and ſet- 
ting of bones, and the like arts; bnt again by 
@ word ſpeaking only: who can raiſe the dead, 
caſt out devils, blaſt the very trees of the earth, 
turn water into ꝛwine, walk upon the face of 
the ſea, huſh the very winds and the waves; 
and ſtill all by @ word only: who can com- 
mand the fiſhes of the ſea to bring him money, 
and to come into his net by ſhoals: who can 
feed five thouſand men oh only five barley 
loaves and two ſmall fiſhes: If they can ſhew + 
me a man who can do all theſe things, and 
all by ſpeaking. a word only, as CuRIsT did:

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7. If, again, they can ſhew me a man, 
whoſe BIRTH was proclaimed by an hoſt of 
angels; whoſe RESIDENCE was pointed to by 
a ſtar; whoſe DEATH. was attended with a 
great earthquake, with a rending of the rocks, 
and with a darkneſs at noon-day; whoſe RE 
* SURRECTION was accompanied with another 
great earthquake, and another wonderful ap- 
pearance of angels; who eats and drinks, after 
he is thus riſen from the dead; who then ex- 
hibits his body to the teſt of his diſciples touch, 
to ſhew that he is really fleſh and bones, and 
no ſpirit; who creates bread and fiſh in an in- 
ſtant, on the ſhore, and fire to dreſs it; and 
laſtly, who AscEN DS up into heaven, by a 
cloud, and in the preſence of a great number 
of witneſſes: If, I fay, they can ſhew me a 
man, who can do all theſe, as CHRIST did: 
Then I will believe, that CuRIS T was not 
THAT PROPHET WHO WAS TO COME IN-

8. But, till I can ſee another perſon do all 
theſe miracles, with the ſame eaſe, and as 
often, as CRR IST did; I muſt and will be- 
lieve, with theſe worthy good men of old, 
who ſaw and were convinced by all this evi- 
dence, and who yet gained nothing here by 
acknowledging it, but perſecutions, the worſt

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of uſage, and the moſt cruel martyrdoms: 
That CHRIST WAs, or A TRUTH, THAT

9. And, if CHRIST WAS, OF A TRUTH, 
THAT PROPHET; if he actually wrought all 
theſe and innumerable other miracles; if, be- 
ſides, he gave us a law, the moſt rational, the 
beſt ſuited to the nature of man that can be 
imagined, to walk by: How ought we all 
then, if HE was thus INDEED THE TRUE - 
* PROPHET, all of us to endeavor, as much as 
poſſible, to approve ourſelves his TRUE DIs- 
 CIPLES? And this, by living as HE directs. 
For, if we love HIM, we muſt love his com- 
mandments. And, if we believe his miracles, 
we muſt believe his word, 


10. Once more. To humor it's preſent e- 
nemies, take away Chriſtianity, and what 
would they give us in the room of it? Tru- 


ly nothing, as far as I can perceive, which, 


in any degree, reaches up to the ambition, to 
the deſires of a reaſonable ſoul, —— Softly, 
faith one, 7s LIBERTY nothing? Is it nothing 
to get ſhut of that ugly book called THE BIBIE? 
Is it nothing to go on as you pleaſe, and to haue 
no controller? To find that the ſoul dies with 
the body ; that there is no future flate at all

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[| (either of rewards or puniſhments) bereafter ? 
L in ſhort, to find that there is no GoD, or even 
DEVIL, fo fear? Do you reckon all this to be 
nothing? O the wonderful diſcovery, the 
delightful change indeed, if this be it In- 
ſtead of living any longer like a MAN and a 
_ CyRISTIAN, I am at liberty then (ſuppoſing 
this to be the caſe) to live for the future, and 
to die too (there's another happineſs!) like a 
brute beaſt which hath no underſlanding ! If e- 
ver I had any reaſon, I may now throw it a- 
way or live above it, and ſcorn to be ruled 
by it? If ever I ſhould imagine that Gop talks 
to me by my own conſcience, by his word, 
or by his miniſters, I may now aver it is falſe, 
and deſpiſe them all! Right, faith: the a- 
theiſt; now you ſee the thing! All the reſt is 
nothing but an impoſition; mere prieſtcraft ; 
and it is a downright jeſt to think otherwiſe, — 
But what ſecurity can he give me for the real 
truth of all this, which he thus confidently aſ- 
ſerts ?———Enough, replies he! Is not the 
word of JULIAN, of CEL$us, of PORPHYRY, 
of KNUZEN 4; of WoLsSTAN, and of all it's

ed man] carried his madneſs to ſuch a height, that he pub-

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other late modern advorates (who all died in this 
faith) and of innumerable other champions (who 
now profeſs it) is not the word f all theſe 
wiſe, heroic men, as good a ſecurity as you can 
defire, to engage you to live and think as they 
did, and do? Far from it. Can any 
thing, can any man or men, can all mankind, 
be ſecurity for me, againſt the light of reaſon, 
againſt the light of revelation, againſt the fa. 
ther of men and ſpirits, againſt. the being of. 
all beings? I doubt it cannot. Do what I will, 

I ſee a Gop. And, if I either neglect or for. 
ſake him, he-will, one time or another, meet 
with me to my ſorrow, I ſee him in his 
works; in the order of nature; in the reaſon 
of things; in my own being here; in the pre- 
ſervation of the world.

2. Now, of all the miracles in the goſpel, 


there is none, perhaps, more difficult to un- 
derſtand, than that of my text. 


3. PROTESTANTS are apt to cohject to 
Roman CAT HOL ICs, © That the reaſon 
why their miſſionaries make ſo few con- 
verts in the InDLiEs, is, becauſe thoſe miſ- 
ſionaries, inſtead of opening the moſt eaſy, 
natural truths of the goſpel, uſually begin 
with teaching their ſtrange doctrine of 
TRANSUBSTANTIATION (that is, that 
the bread and wine in the ſacrament, are, 
ec after the prieſt hath pronounced the words 
of conſecration, inſtantly changed into the 
body and blood of Jesus CuRISTH; which 
yet, to all outward evidence, retain their 
former appearance of bread and wine) a 
thing ſo contrary to all ſenſe' and reaſon, 
* that it is no wonder if the Inp1ANns cannot 
believe it, and therefore reject both that, 


and * elſe the miſſionaries teach, for. 
©.the fake of it, 
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4. On the other hand the Roman CA- 
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ROL ICS reply, © That ProTEsTANTs 


might as well believe TRANSUBSTAN- 


TIATION, as ſeyeral other things which 


they own they do believe. For inſtance. 
We read, in my text, that, after ouR 
SAviIoR was riſen from the dead, he came 
and ſtood in the midſt of his diſciples, 
the doors being ſhut, And, they fay, we 
might as well believe TRANSUBSTANTI1- 
ATION as believe this. We cannot ac- 
count, ſay they, for TRANSUBSTANTI- 
ATION: It is all a myſtery. Neither can 
you, continue they, account how oUR SA- 
vIoR could convey his material body 
through a material wall, door, or the like, 
and exhibit it, as he here did, to the ex- 
amination of the apoſtles ſenſes. This a- 
gain is all a myſtery. And, if you cannot 


account for this, certainly then you may as 


cc. 


well believe TRANSUBSTANTIATION as 
believe this; ſeeing they are both, equally 
difficult to underſtand, and conſequently e- 
qually difficult to believe.” I ſhall an- 


fer this objection by degrees, as I go along; 
one of the main ends of my preſent diſcourſe 


being to do ſo.

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Ho The word again i in my Text (And, af 
ter. eigbt days, again his diſciples were within; 


and ſo on) ſhews that our Savior wrought 


this miracle more than once. And indeed it 


refers to the nineteenth verſe of this chapter, 
... where it is ſaid, The ſame day, at evening, 
being the faſt day of the week, _ the doors 
were ſhut, came Ixsus, and flood i in the midſt. 


He did this thing therefore ruice at the leaſt. 
And that it was a miracle, and a great one 
too, appears by the words (rv Ougar KEKAEtT= 

wy, januis clauſis) the doors being ſhut z re- 
peated in both places. For a right underſtand- 
ing of theſe words ſhews and clears up the 

miracle. In my farther diſcourſe I ſhall there-

1. The 
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1. The doors were ſhut for ſeveral reaſons. 
Firſt, as S. Joun faith, for fear of the Jews *. 
The Jews had crucified our Savior, and 
hated him even when he was dead. They 
went therefore to PILATE, and defired leave 
to ſecure his ſepulchre. For, ſaid they, ve 
remember that that deceiver ſaid, while be was 
pet alive, After three days I vill riſe again . 
Afterwards, when they found that he was in- 
deed riſen, then they hated his diſciples as 
much as him. And therefore they hired the 
ſoldiers to ſay, his diſciples came and ſtole him 
away while we flept 3, This report then being 
thus raiſed of them, the diſciples might well be 
afraid and keep the doors ſhut, left the reſt of 
the Jews (who had ſwallowed this fable) 
ſhould find where they were aſſembled, and 
come, and ſtone them for attempting to carry 


on, what they were thus taught to believe 
was, a cheat. 


2. The doors were ſhut alſo, becauſe, as is 
ſaid at the nineteenth verſe (07%; cies, exiſ- 
tente veſpere, 2. e. cum ſero eſſet) it was late. 
And, towards evening, that is, before night 

is quite fallen, men commonly ſhut their doors, 
to keep out thieves. The apoſtles indeed had 


little or no wealth to preſerve. They had for-

ſaken 
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ſaken all to follow their bleſſed maſter. Their 
lives therefore were all which they had now 
left to fave. And their lives they thought per- 
haps (though they had loſt their MASTER) 
God might ſtill have given to them, as, at 
the captivity, he did Barucn's to him, for 
a prey . . 


3. The doors were ſhut likewiſe, becauſe the 

diſciples were met, as S. MARK tells us, 7 
weeeßp and to mourn 5. Their MASTER was dead, 
and they were deeply grieved for the loſs of 
him. Nay ſome of them were even ſtaggered 
in their belief, whether he was really the 
| Mess1an, or not? We truſted (ſaid two of 
them to oUR SAvioR himſelf, when their 
eyes were holden, and he joined them on their 
way to EMA us) that it had been HE who 
ſhould have redeemed IsRAEL, And, befides 
all this, to day is the third day fince theſe things 
were done. OUR SAvioR had often told 
them, that he ſhould riſe again the fhird day. 
But theſe. two, and ſeveral others, did not 
well know what to make of that ſpeech. As 
pet, faith 8. Jonx, they knew not the ſcripture, 


that he muſt riſe again from the dead. Cer- 


tain women indeed of their company ſaid he 


« ſer xlv. 5. Mark xvi. 10. 
Luke xxiv. 21. 7 John xx. 6.

proved from his Ręſurrection. 59 
was riſen. But, as S. LUKE adds, their 
words ſeemed unto them as idle tales 3, 


4. The doors were ſhut alſo, the firſt of theſe 
times, becauſe, it ſhould ſeem, the diſciples 
met, on Saturday, not only to mourn and to 
| weep, but likewiſe to keep the Jew1sn Sab- 
bath. And then, as ſome of them had a clear- 
er notion of ouR SAv1oR's riſing again the 
third day, than other ſome; theſe, it is like, 
over-ruled the reſt, and ſo they agreed to 
keep together one day more, to await the iſſue 
of this great day, the third day; ſeeing that, 
on the event of this one day, depended the ut- 
ter overthrow, or confirmation, of all their 


hopes. 


5. Another reaſon, why the doors were now 
ſhut, was, becauſe the apoſtles had not yet re- 
ceived the HoLy GHOST. When they had 
once received the HoLy GHOST, they ſhook 
off all fear of the Jews, and of every body 
elſe. They then did that openly, which they 
now did ſecretly. They met together pub- 
lickly to pray and to worſhip Gop; not ac- 
cording to the JEw1sH rites indeed, but ac- 
cording to the CHRISTIAN. And, if called 
to lay down their very lives for it, theyt then ac-

door, or the like (as I before gave it in the 5 


RoMAN CATHOLIC way) is not fairly ſtated. 
They indeed ſtate it ſo, that they may thence 
have a better foundation to build other argu- 
ments upon, for certain purpoſes of their own, 
which I ſhall, by and by, mention. On the 
other hand, we PRoTEsTANTS believe, that 
it was not neceflary that our Sa vIOR ſhould, 
on this occaſion, paſs his body' through the 
pores of the wood, iron, or other materials 
whereof the houſe or doors conſiſted ; ſeeing, 
we think, this coming of our SAvioR into 
the room, and ſtanding in the midſt, when or 
after the doors were ſhut, may be otherwiſe, 
much more eaſily and ſatisfactorily, accounted 
for: And the manner thus, 


2, We 
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2. We allow, for the reaſons juſt now 
given, that, at both theſe times, he doors 
were all cloſe ſbur. And then we fay, that 
(without either ouR SAvioR's knocking with- 
out, or the diſciples unlocking of them with- 
in?) they opened of their own accord; that is, 
they flew open by the operation of our 
SAv1oR's power upon them; And ſo he came 
in, Juſt as, afterwards, the iron gate opened 
of itſelf to the angel, when he led S. PETER 
out of the priſon, whereinto he was caſt by 
HzRoD , And here is ſtill a miracle, and 

a very great one too. For the doors, thus 
opening of their own accord, by their ſo doing, 
bear witneſs to the divine power which acts 
upon them. And I may add, He, who open- 
ed them thus ſuddenly, might alſo, if he 
pleaſed, cauſe them to ſhut as inſtantaneouſly. 
So inſtantaneouſly, that none of the diſciples 
might perceive either the opening, or ſhutting i. 
And I believe he did. For all this is intelli- 
gible and eaſy enough, if we conſider it as 


performed by an ALMIGHTY AGENT.

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3. It may here be objected indeed, that 
there is no touch or glance of ouR SAvioR's 
ating thus, mentioned in any of the goſpels. 
I grant it. But then the angel's acting thus in 
8. PETER's caſe, is a good ground for our ex- 
plwkaining thus in our Savior's caſe, This 
ſolution may alſo be farther illuſtrated, by two 
remarkable paſſages of ou Rx Savlok's own life. 
The firſt, this. When S. Lu kx faith, the 
people of NA ARE TH led ouR Savior 70 
tbe brow of the hill whereon their city was built, 
that they might thence caſt him down headlong ; 
we are. only told, that He, paſſing through 
' the midſt of them, went his way **. The ſe- 
cond, this. When S. Jon faith, that the 
Jews Ytook up ſtones to caſt at him in the trea- 
ſury, as he taught in the temple ; it is only add- 
ed, that JesUs hid himſelf, going through 
the midſt of them, and ſo paſſed by is. 


4. Now, in both theſe caſes, when his 
life was in ſo much danger, our SAviok e- 
ſcaped, we ſee, not without a very wonder- ' 
ful miracle. It ſhould ſeem therefore, either 
that their hands were holden; or their eyes, 
dazzled; or their hearts and whole powers, 
ſo amazed and ſtupified; that he, both times, 
paſſed through the midſt of them, without their

being 
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being able either to prevent, or even to per- 
ceive, it. This account may, in ſome de- 
gree, be deduced from the words of S. Joun, 
in the latter caſe, Is us hid himſelf. For, 
where the goſpel is either ſilent, or at leaſt 
not clear, we may, I think, endeavor, with 
all humility, to account for things the moſt 
| rationally we can. And this, I conceive, is 
the moſt rational way of accounting for ou R 
SAv1oR's eſcape at either of thoſe times. So 
alſo, in the caſe of my text, when it is ſaid ou R 
SAvIOR came and ſtood in the midſt, when or 
after the doors were ſhut ; as the goſpel is ſi- 
lent how this miracle was wrought, we 
may, I preſume again, endeavor, with all re- 
verence, to open and explain it, after the moſt 
rational manner we are able. And let the Ro- 
MANISTS give me as eaſy, as plain, and in- 
telligible an account of their doctrine of TrAan- 
SUBSTANTIATION, as this of ouR SAvioR's 
exhibiting his body to his diſciples, when or 
after the doors were ſhut ; and I ſhall think 


much better of ! it, than, I muſt own, I yet 
do. 


5. But, inſtead of this, here the Rom A- 
NIST, or ſome other, will perhaps argue, 
from the words of S. Paul, that there is a 
great difference between a natural body and a

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| ſpiritual body 14, I grant it. But I anſwer, 

2 it was CHR18T's natural body, which (before 
he died) paſſed Fwzice through the midſt of 
3 them who would have ſlaig him. And again, 
it was CnRIS T's natural body, which (before 
2» he was aſcended) came #w:ce, when or after 
_ 


the doors were ſhut, and flood in the midſt. 
No a natural body is more or leſs ſubſtantial, 
and therefore may be felt. But a ſpiritual body 
is more refined and ſubtle, and therefore cannot 
be felt. Handle me and fee, faith our SA- 
vioR. For @ ſpirit hath not fleſh and bones, 
as ye ſee me have*s. It was moſt aſſuredly 
therefore his natural, not his ſpiritual, body, 
which he thus offered to the trial of his diſci- 
ples ſenſes. 


6. Again. The RomanisTs ſometimes 
fay, that CHRIS T's body paſſed through 
the doors, the doors being ſhut.” And a-

IV. To touch the proper uſes which we ought 
to make of all theſe matters. 


1. One uſe which we ought to make of al! 
theſe matters, is, to learn, that, in things of 
this ſacred kind, we ought never to be too 
ſeeptical or full of doubt. But, if we find 


good and ſure authority for them, that we 


then immediately believe them. Our Sa- 


viox, though, to ſatisfy others, he ſuffered 
8. nals to doubt of his REsURRECTION, 


yet we may perceive, by what he afterwards 


- ſaid to him, was not at all well pleaſed with his 


incredulity. When he firſt ſpoke, Reach bi- 
ther thy finger, and ſo on: he upbraided him.

[that is, more acceptable are they unto Gop] 
that have not ſeen, and yet have believed 43, 
And indeed Thon As might here very juſtly 
be blamed. For he had ten other apoſtles; he 
had alſo MARY MacpaLENn, and MaryY 
the mother of JaMEs, and SALOME , and 
JoANNA, and other women that were with 
them 45; alſo CLEO HAS and another diſciple, 
juſt come from EMAS e; all to aſſure 
him, that CnRIS TH was indeed riſen, and 
that they had already ſeen him. And yet, 
when, as we may ſay with the apoſtle, he 

was compaſſed about with ſo great a cloud of 
witneſſes 7, he would not believe!

2. Another m whi ch we ought to make of 


all theſe matters, is, on the other hand, not 


fo be too credulous. That is, not to believe 
abſurdities (ſuch as that of TxansuUBsT AN- 
TIATION; that the elements ſhould, after 
conſecration, appear one thing, and yet be an- 
other.) But always to preſerve the golden 
mean between the two extremes of credulity 
and doubting, Not, as T faid, to queſtion 
things, where there are good grounds and e- 
vidence to believe them. And, again, not to 
ſwallow abſurdities; not to take down every 
thing which deſigning men would obtrude up- 
on us, becauſe they can bring ſomething like 
what they call an' argument for it from the 
words of Scripture. Inſtead of that we ought 
rather to conſider well, Whether the words 
which they allege will naturally bear all thoſe 
doctrines and concluſions which they would in- 
fer from them. It is true, ouR SAv1oR ſaid, 
of the bread, Tris IS My BoDY; and again,

For all Scripture muſt 
certainly be explained by Scripture; that is, 
the explanation which is put upon one part of 
it, muſt not thwart or contradict that explana- 
tion which is put upon another part of it, For, 

if it do, then one of thoſe two explanations 


muſt 2 be falſe. 


3. Another uſe which we ought to make of 


all theſe matters is, that, if we do not under- - 


ſtand ſome difficult parts of Scripture, we 


ſhould ſtill always have à great care, how we 


at any time ridicule or make a jeſt of it our- 
ſelves, or again favor and applaud thoſe, as 
the moſt witty and ingenious perſons, who 
can bring, what ſome conceive, the ſtrongeſt 
objections againſt it, either in the whole or in 
part. The world alwa ys abounded with ca- 
villers againſt the CHRISTIAN RELIGION, 

but never ſo much, I think, as now. I ſhall 
at preſent therefore recommend to all thoſe of 
this unhappy turn of mind, a ſerious conſide- 
ration of our SAvioR's own words, Who-

get the better of the weaker.
